THE CHOSEN FEW 


250 people to help shape 
council's spending plans 


THE future public spending 
priorities of Harlow Council 
could soon be shaped by a 
small group of residents as 
part of controversial new 
consultation plans unveiled 
this week. 

In a move that has already pro¬ 
voked an angry response from 
opposition parties, the Conserv¬ 
ative administration has revealed 
it will pay independent research 
company Research Now to con¬ 
duct a “face-to-face” survey of 
250 people. 

Researchers will ask those select¬ 
ed to take part to identify areas 
where they feel the council should 
spend more, where it should spend 
less and where they feel the right 
level of investment has already been 
found. 

They will be asked questions cov¬ 
ering all of the authority’s main

frontline services including waste 
and recycling, regeneration, parks 
and landscapes, street scenes and 
leisure. 

The Tories claim similar surveys 
carried out in the private sector have 
proved highly effective and that a 
representative sample of the town’s 
population will be consulted. 

But Labour and Liberal Democrat 
councillors have branded the propos¬ 
als “inadequate”. 

Liberal Democrat group leader 
Chris Millington told the Star: “I 
find it a little worrying that the 
Tories only think it necessary to sur¬ 
vey 250 people about such an impor¬ 
tant, all-encompassing issue as pub¬ 
lic spending. 

“But, then again, their consulta¬ 
tion record since they took control of

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Relief for pupils as 
toilets are repaired

BROKEN toilets at a Harlow primary 
school, which have been out of action 
since the end of the summer term, were 
finally repaired this week after parents 
complained to education chiefs. 

Year 3 pupils have been unable to use wash¬ 
room facilities at Henry Moore School’s on-site 
portable classrooms and, as a result, have had to 
cross the school grounds to use the toilets in the 
main building. 

But the mother of one pupil told the Star: “My 
daughter came home from school one day in someone 
else’s clothes because she had wet herself. 

“Teachers were telling the children that they had to 
wait until the end of the lesson because they didn't have 
enough staff to take them to the main building during 
class. But they are seven not 16, so they can’t always 
wait.” 

Another furious mum said that when she had con¬ 
tacted County Hall she was told the council was trying 
to employ another teaching assistant so that children 
could be accompanied to the main building. 

“They’ve had long enough to do it,” she fumed. “We 
knew about the problem before they broke up in the 
summer holidays. They need shaming because this is 
ridiculous.” 

The broken toilets were finally fixed on Monday 
after parents contacted Essex County Council to com¬ 
plain. 

Headmistress Mary Evans said: “It was a problem 
for the local authority, not the school. The parents and 
the school have worked closely together to get the work 
done and it has now been done.” 

A county council spokeswoman said the delay was 
due to maintenance consultants not having all the parts 
required to carry out the work. 

“The work has now been completed and the situa¬ 
tion will be monitored over the coming weeks to ensure 
that the new system is working correctly,” she added. 



Schools receive a Tesco delivery 


A SUPERMARKET campaign 
to provide equipment to local 
schools was given a helping 
hand by Harlow MP Bill 
Rammell on Monday. 

Mr Rammell visited the town’s 
three Tesco stores during which 
some of the schools who took 
part in the Schools and Clubs 
voucher scheme took delivery of 
their goods.

“Alongside huge investment in 
schools since 1997 which has 
seen the amount spent per pupil 
rise from £2,900 to over £5,850 
today, this represents real 
improvement. 

“I really enjoyed meeting all the 
teachers and pupils this week 
and I am sure the new 
equipment will be put to good

the council has been very poor. 

“They completely ignored 
residents’ concerns with the 
introduction of new car parking 
charges and took no notice of 
the 7,000-plus signatures on a 
petition to save Harlow Welfare 
Rights & Advice, so I’m sad to 
say this doesn’t surprise me.” 

Labour group leader Mark 
Wilkinson added: “At a time 
when the Tories seem intent on 
cutting back services across the 
town, I fail to see why this 
couldn’t be done much more 
effectively in-house rather than 
paying out taxpayers’ money to 
employ an outside agency. 

“How this agency will decide 
who to interview is anyone’s 
guess, although - whoever they 
choose - only bothering to ask 


the opinions of 250 people in a 
town of over 78,000 makes the 
whole exercise woefully inade¬ 
quate.” 

But council leader Andrew 
Johnson claimed the survey 
would go into great detail and 
provide the authority with a lot 
of useful information. 

“Although 250 people may 
not sound like a lot to survey, it 
is a representative sample of the 
total population,” he said. 

“We will be listening to what 
local people are suggesting and 
this will help to inform our pri¬ 
orities and spending in the 
future. 

“The results will enable us to 
look in more detail about how 
services could be improved or 
delivered differently.”

First residents' forum a success 


THE pilot session of a new neigh¬ 
bourhood forum designed to give res¬ 
idents a greater say in local decisions 
has been hailed a success by Harlow 
Council. 

Around 80 people turned up at 
Great Parndon Community Centre to 
discuss a variety of issues at the first 
of the new multi-agency meetings. 

The forum is an extension of the 
regular neighbourhood policing meet¬ 
ing and featured presentations from 
the police, the council, the Probation 
Service, the Youth Offending Team, 


Harlow Education Consortium and 
Essex County Council. 

Council leader Andrew Johnson 
said: “We want to introduce a new 
way of talking to residents and give 
them a voice in decisions and servic¬ 
es which affect them in their neigh¬ 
bourhood. 

“This meeting was the first one as 
part of this commitment and if further 
meetings go well, we could see these 
introduced in other areas of town.” 

He said the meetings signalled the 
authority’s determination to provide a 


“joined-up response” to local issues, 
adding: “Residents are not always 
clear about which organisation pro¬ 
vides a particular service. They do not 
want to attend a number of meetings 
with different organisations to discuss 
issues,” he added. 

“If we want local people to have a 
real say in local decisions, it’s impor¬ 
tant that we bring together all the 
organisations into one room along 
with residents.” 

A follow-up meeting is planned 
for early next year.

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Firefighters protest as cuts row rumbles on 



HARLOW firefighters staged 
a protest outside the town’s fire 
station in Fourth Avenue on 
Thursday to oppose cuts to 
front-line services. 

Members of the Fire 
Brigades Union lined up in a 
demonstration which was held 
on the day the cuts came into 
force. 

Essex County Fire & Rescue 
Service said it was necessary 
to downgrade the way special¬ 


ist emergency appliances are 
crewed in order to mak effi¬ 
ciency savings in the wake of 
the recession. 

But the union claimed cut¬ 
backs could be made else¬ 
where without compromising 
frontline service. 

Firefighters have been 
engaged in industrial action 
since late August. The FBU 
has warned that a full-blown 
strike could be on the cards 


should talks to resolve the dis¬ 
pute fail. 

FBU regional secretary 
Adrian Clarke said: “Just as 
night follows day, inevitably 
there will be occasions when 
all the fire engines at a fire sta¬ 
tion will be needed to deal with 
999 emergencies but these cuts 
will mean we will not be able 
to respond, or there will be a 
delay due to a lack of firefight¬ 
ers.” 


• ESSEX County Fire and 
Rescue Service has sent a 
seven-strong team of experts to 
Indonseia to help in the after- 
math of the earthquake which 
has devastated the region. 

The team, who are trained 
to use specialist equipment 
which allows them to search 
for survivors in the wreckage 
of collapsed buildings, flew 
out from RAF Brize Norton in 
the early hours of Saturday. 


Nobel Prize for STC 
fibre optics pioneer

A FORMER Harlow scientist who 
pioneered work in the field of 
fibre optics has been awarded the 
2009 Nobel Prize for physics. 

Charles Kao (76) was for many years 
director of engineering at Standard Tele¬ 
communication Laboratories - now part 
of Nortel Networks - in London Road. 

He was jointly awarded the prize for his 
groundbreaking work involving the transmis¬ 
sion of light in fibre optics which he started 
at STC in the 1960s. It led to Harlow becom¬ 
ing known world-wide as the birthplace of 
optical fibre communications. 

Today, optical fibres are used in the glob¬ 
al communication industry. Light flowing 


along thin threads of glass carry almost all of 
the telephone and data communications at 
much higher speeds than previously possible. 

Professor Kao, who was born in Shanghai, 
holds joint British and American citizenship. 
He was awarded a PhD in electrical engi¬ 
neering at London’s Imperial College before 
moving to Harlow where he lived in Copse 
Hill. 

He later became vice-chancellor of the 
Chinese University of Hong Kong before 
retiring in 1996. 

Peter Newcombe, head of Metro Ethernet 
Networks at Nortel, said: “This is an 
absolutely deserved recognition for Charles 
Kao and the breakthrough work he did in 
fibre optics at our laboratories in Harlow. “ 

Harlow Council leader Andrew Johnson 
said: “I am delighted that Charles Kao has 
been awarded the Nobel Prize for his work on 
fibre optics. This valuable invention has 


transformed the way we live and do busi¬ 
ness and it started life in Harlow. 

“The town has a strong tradition of 
innovation and is still home to many 
ground-breaking companies. I am del¬ 
ighted that someone who worked in 
Harlow for many years and has such 
strong associations with the town has 
received this honour.” 

In a BBC interview back in 2006 
Professor Kao said: “At the time I told 
my annoyed wife, as I was always late 
home for dinner, that it could be a world 
shaking project! She told me to pull the other 
leg in absolute disbelief. 

“I think I sensed it at the time but I 
knew I would need to convince the 
industry worldwide.” 

Also honoured were George Smith 
and Willard Sterling Boyle, inventors 
of the Charge-Coupled Device.

Down's test experts to 
offer new scan at PAH 


A TEAM of experts in early pregnancy will soon 
be offering a new test for Down’s Syndrome at 
Harlow’s Princess Alexandra Hospital. 

The nuchal translucency scan enables doctors to 
estimate the collection of fluid under the skin at 
the back of the foetus’s neck at 11-14 weeks, a 
key factor in determining whether or not the 
child has Down’s Syndrome. 

Expectant mothers can then decide whether or 
not to have an amniocentesis test.

feckless spending is the replacement 
of the existing balcony railings 
which, despite being perfectly sound 
and functional, are to be replaced at 
a cost of nearly £3,000 per flat. 

As a leaseholder myself, I have been 
in communication with the council 
ever since receiving the Notice of 


Estimates dated March 25, 2009 but 
thus far the only concession they 
have made is to re-paint the 
entrance doors and frames rather 
than unnecessarily replacing them 
with hardwood units, as was their 
original intention. The saving here 
amounts to a total of £4,781, (or 
just under £300 per flat), which 
represents only 3.7 per cent of the 
total cost of £130,233 for the block 
refurbishment. 

Rather than significantly reducing 
the volume of work and thus the 
financial burden on the long 
suffering leaseholders, the council’s 
response is to suggest different 
methods of how the leaseholders 
can borrow the money to pay for 
this unnecessary work. They seem 


oblivious to the fact that borrowing 
money without sufficient regard to 
its repayment is a recipe for 
financial disaster and is probably 
the central reason for the council’s 
(and the country’s) current 
economic difficulties. 

As the majority of the flats in the 
block are now privately owned by 
way of being leased from the 
council, the council’s position 
appears to be as follows: We, the 
council, decide on the improvements 
and upgrades we would like to 
make to our buildings; you, the 
leaseholders, will pick up the bill 
even if your preference is not to 
have the work done.

Council must accept 
cash to ease rent rises 

SIR, Councillor Lee Dangerfield appeared mystified 
by criticisms of the Tory administration for refusing to 
help council tenants. ( Letters , August 17). He seems to 
claim the Government is offering a poisoned chalice: 
to halve the rent increase while causing a £420,000 
shortfall. 

But why is there a shortfall? The reason is essentially 
that the Government assumes councils will follow 
guidelines on appropriate rent levels. These guidelines, 
however, were overtaken with gusto by the Tory 
administration in February, regardless of the impact on 
tenants already hard-pressed in the recession. 

Labour councillors pointed out as much in our 
criticisms of their draconian budget. Indeed, no other 


council (Labour or Liberal-Democrat/Labour) has set 
rents above national guidelines. 

Tenants received a double whammy this year. Firstly 
their average weekly rent increased from £67.90 to 
£72.93 and, secondly, the council is still refusing to 
implement the subsidy to halve their rent increase. It’s 
also important as it will be used as a baseline for next 
year’s rent levels. 

They did not even use increased rents to improve 
housing services. On the contrary, further cuts 
followed. Residents in sheltered housing particularly 
received a knock. Some schemes were threatened by 
proposals for redesignation to ordinary housing stock, 
common rooms and laundry facilities were adversely 
affected and warden support services, much valued by 
residents, were reduced. Services dealing with 
homeless families were cut, yet garage rents, heating 
and service charges were all considerably increased. 
Other councils were in a similar position but grasped 
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the opportunity to take the extra subsidy. Only three 
councils refused, including Harlow to our shame. The 
money is there, an unexpected windfall of £900,000 
from the Government. 

Ultimately, the Tory administration must accept the 
offer. It’s a pity they have to be dragged, kicking and 
screaming, to help Harlow’s tenants who are only 
asking for equal treatment to tenants elsewhere.

Ancient wood 
is a haven of 
tranquility on 
the edge town 



SET on the southern outskirts of Harlow, 
Parndon Wood has been recorded as a 
woodland for at least 900 years. 

This ancient woodland site was bought 
by Harlow Council in 1968 to be turned 
into a local nature reserve and, in 1974, 
the reserve was also designated a Special 
Site for Scientific Interest (SSSI) due to its 
flora and value as an educational 
resource. 

The wood is composed of a canopy of 
oak tree standards with hornbeam trees 
growing beneath. Traditionally, these have 
been coppiced every 10-15 years to make 
use of the timber. This practice is still 
carried out, although nowadays it is more 
to maintain a diversity of habitats within 
the woodland and increase the number of 
species to be found. 

The reserve is also a haven for flora, fungi, 
birds, mini-beasts, small mammals and 
deer and is a beautiful and peaceful place 
to wander, whether on your own, with 
family or with friends. Visitors are more 
than welcome! 

You can follow the guided trail with points 
of interest and things to look out for or 
just enjoy the surroundings. There are 
observation hides to sit quietly and watch 
for deer or birds setting down by the 
ponds. 

Forest Funtasia is a new and exciting 
project to encourage children and young 
adults to connect with the natural world 
through informal play and activities in a 
safe and positive environment, thus giving 
them the incentive to be part of their 
natural heritage’s long-term protection. 
Lottery funding has provided the 
opportunity to bring nature into the lives 
of local children and young adults from all 
different communities within Harlow.

A KIND-hearted handyman has 
volunteered his services to help a 
disabled woman who splashed out 
more than £1,000 on botched work 
at her council home. 

Self-employed plumber Richard Hollo¬ 
way was so disgusted when he read about 
the plight of Northbrooks resident Joy 
Bedu in the Star he decided to put the 
work right free of charge. 

Ms Bedu (57), who suffers from arthritis and 
is awaiting an operation on a damaged knee, 
paid in advance for the work on her bathroom 
and garden. But she was left with a broken 
shower, uneven tiling, cracked grouting and 
screws protruding dangerously from the garden

After visiting her home to check the work 
over, Mr Holloway, who lives in Harlow, has 
now issued an appeal to local building firms to 
supply the necessary materials to make good the 
work to a professional standard. 

“I was completely shocked at the shoddy 
workmanship I saw,” he told the Star. “The 
bathroom had been left in a right state while the 
decking was like a springboard because they 
hadn’t used the right number of joists. 

“I’m willing to give up my time for nothing

but I’m asking local firms to muck in and help 
supply new tiles and a shower unit for the bath¬ 
room and some pressure-treated timber for the 
decking. 

“It’s really not fair what’s happened to this 
lady and it makes me sick to see how these cow¬ 
boy firms prey on vulnerable people.”

Estate agent 
warned over 
advert claim 


ONE of Harlow’s leading estate agents has 
been wrapped over the knuckles by adver¬ 
tising watchdogs over a claim it had sold 
more properties in the town than anyone 
else. 

Haart, which has offices in West Gate, 
was reported to the Advertising Standards 
Agency for the advert which claimed it was 
“proud to be the number one estate agent in 
Harlow” and had “more sold boards than 
any other agent”. 

The advert showed a pie chart breaking 
down the market by business, with small 
print stating the information had been gath¬ 
ered from an internet property portal and 
not all agents were represented. 

But rival firm Kings Group objected, 
claiming the data was not reliable because it 
was based on self-reporting by employed 
agents. 

A Kings Group spokesman told the Star: 
“The ASA said the claim was likely to be 
interpreted by residents in Harlow that Haart 
had sold more homes than other rival estate 
agents in the town and because the company 
did not have sufficient evidence the advert 
was branded misleading.” 

Haart chief executive Paul Smith said: 
“We have amended our advert as requested 
by the ASA and have commissioned further 
independent research to verify our claim 
that Haart sells the most homes in Harlow. 

“We did attribute the research in our 
advert to vizzihome.com which is a well 
respected internet source of information. It 
is important to consumers to know who sells 
the most property so that they can make the 
most informed choice when they put their 
home on the market.”

We wanted to know if anyone could 
tell us where and when the 
photograph was taken and we are 
now able to report that it was 
snapped during the mid-1980s and 
shows children playing instruments 
at what was then the Mark Hall 
Music School. 

It is thought the picture is of the 
school’s wind band. 

One of those who got in touch was 
Dawn Helder, who recognised a 
familiar face in the photograph. 
“The little girl in the front centre 
(i third from the left ) is my daughter 
Anne-Marie Helder, who was a 
student at Mark Hall Music School 
for many years,” she writes. 

“I think she’d be about nine or 10 
years old in the photo, which 
makes it 1985/6. I don’t know any 
of the other students, though.” 

Sally Bucknell also had a few 
memories stirred by the picture. 
“Flicking through the Harlow Star 
this morning, imagine my surprise 
to see a photo of the Mark Hall 


School wind band in your 
Nostalgia column,” she writes. 
“Pictured are (among others), 
Laurence Salisbury on drums, 
Roger Williams on bass, Andrew 
Smith on 1 st clarinet and William 
White on 2nd clarinet. 

“This would have been taken in the 
music block at Mark Hall School 
one lunchtime circa 1984/5. We 
cannot work out who’s on flute! 

“I cannot believe we’re old enough 
to be in the Nostaglia column.” 
And David Devine, of The 
Museum of Harlow, said: “I have 
read the page today and recognised 
the music school picture as one in 
our collection. It was taken by F. 
Scatley in June 1985 and is in a 
series taken at that time.” 


Incidentally, Mrs Helder said her 
daughter has since gone on to build 
a successful career in music, 
helped, no doubt, by her time at the 
Mark Hall Music School. 

She is now a singer-songwriter and 
multi-instrumentalist who is a 
member of two successful rock 
bands and has also done solo 
support for artists including Midge 
Ure and Ultravox. 

Thanks to everyone who responded 
to our request for information.

Don't be bugged by 
the friendly spider 


HERE’S some bad 
news if you’re not a 
fan of creepy crawlies. 
Wildlife experts think 
we’ll be seeing a lot 
more spiders scuttling 
about this autumn! 
Researchers at insect charity 
Buglife said weather conditions 
over the past year had provided 
ideal breeding conditions for the 
eight-legged critters, meaning 
there will be many more 
seeking refuge in the 
warmth of our homes 
as the winter draws 
in. y 

The charity said * 
the favourable 
climate will be a 
huge boost to lots of bugs and 
insects whose numbers have 
dramatically fallen in recent 
years. 

Birds that feed on spiders and 


insects should also benefit from 
the population boom this winter. 
There are around 600 species 
of spider in Britain and, 
although many people do not 
like them, they do an important 
job in keeping the numbers of 
other creepy crawlies under 
control. 

“Spiders are predators and if it 
weren’t for them we would be 
overrun with flies and other 
pests which make life 
unbearable,” 


said Matt Shardlow, of Buglife. 
But if you’re one of the millions 
of people who don’t like these 
harmless arachnids, John 
Partridge from the British 
Arachnological Society has 
some good advice. 

“Those who don’t like them 
should just leave them alone 
and they will leave you alone,” 
he said.

LOVE HAPPENS

LOVE comes knocking when a 
widower least expects it in Brandon 
Camp’s poignant romantic drama. 
Thematically muddled but with its heart 
in the right place, Love Happens 
struggles to gel the central character’s 
inner conflict with the romantic comedy 
conventions that dictate his new 
relationship. 

It’s a peculiar confection glazed with 
schmaltz and cliches and structured as 
chapters from the self-help book that 
propels the characters on their journeys 
of self-discovery. 

No-one is more painfully earnest than 
Aaron Eckhart as the film’s grief-stricken 
protagonist, who delivers a moving 


performance as a man ripped apart by 
guilt. 

Opposite him, Jennifer Aniston is pure 
decoration. Her poorly-written role is a 
dramatic contrivance to coax the 
widower out of his shell and remind 
him that, in a world of darkness and 
misery, everyone deserves a second 
chance at happiness. 

Burke Ryan (Eckhart) is still haunted by 
memories of the day his wife died in a 
car accident with him in the passenger 
seat. Consumed by grief, he channels all 
that anguish into penning a self-help 
book with no thought that it might one 
day be published. 

When the manuscript becomes a 
nationwide best-seller, Burke is 
transformed into a poster boy for 
anyone who has ever loved and lost, 
and he embarks on a book tour with 
ambitious agent Lane (Dan Fogler) at 


his side. 

During a seminar in Seattle, Burke 
meets pretty florist Eloise (Aniston), 
whose latest boyfriend has just been 
caught cheating behind her back. She 
has a passion for interesting words and 
an assistant who despairs at her poor 
taste in men. 

Sparks of attraction fly but Burke’s old 
wounds have yet to heal and he is 
scared of being hurt again. 

Love Happens sets up an obvious twist 
which the screenplay clearly telegraphs, 
but the resolution only kicks into gear 
with intervention from Burke’s father-in- 
law (Martin Sheen). 

Amid all the soul-searching there are a 
couple of laughs. However, for the most 
part, Camp’s film meditates on coming 
to terms with grief and plies its 
philosophy through the words of 
Fogler’s agent.
